COMPENSATES 


WORKMEN'S DEPENDANTS 


Workmen's Compensation Act Which Becomes Operative January Ist, 


1908, Not Only Provides for 


Compensating Workmen for Injuries 


Sustained at Work, But Insures Consideration of Dependants in 


Case Accident is Fatal. 


The Workmen’s Compensation act 
comes into force with the new year. 
The act applies to men engaged in or 
about any railway, factory, 


mine,;months of the death, 


pensation must be made within six 
months of the accident, or in the 
case of death resulting, within six 
The employer

any building more than forty feet in 
height in whose construction seaffold- 
ing or mechanical power is used. It 
does not apply to men at other than 
manual labor whose salaries exceed 
$1,200 per year, nor to casual employ- 
ees; nor to these doing ‘‘piece-work”’ 
on premises not under the control o? 
the employer. 

To every such employee the act pro- 
vides that in the event of injury aris- 
ing in the course of, and out of, his 
employment the employer shall be li- 
able to pay compensation if the tine 
losi be more than two weeks. If death 


result, his dependants are ensured «| 
sum in compensation proportioned to! 


his earning power at the employment 

in which he was injured. If he leaves 

no dependants a sum is stipulated to 

cover medical and (burial expenses. 
A Weekly Allowance. 

In the event of injury the workman 
is entitled after the second week to 
an allowance weekly equal to one-half 
his former earnings, provided that 
this allowance shall not exceed $5 per 
weck. In the event of death his de- 
pendants are to receive a sum equal 
to his wages tor three years preceding 
if engaged with the same employer, 
or $1,000, whichever sum be the larg- 
er, If not so employed the sum is to 
he 166 times his average earnings 
while in such employment. 

As protection to an injured work- 
man it is provided that his compensa- 
tion money shall be neither capable of 
being assigned, charged or attached, 
nor shall any claim be set off against 
it, 

Cannot Break Act by Contract. 

The employer cannot contract out 
of the obligations of the act except 
upon a scheme of compensation certi- 
fied te hy the attorney general to be 
as beneficial to the workman as the 
provisions of the act, and which en- 
ables the workman iv withdraw from 
the proyisions if he so desires, and 
which does not make it a condition 
of his employment thet he accept the 
scheme, This allows concerns already 
having compensation schemes of their 
own to continue them by meting them 
as fair to the workman as the act. 

To get compensation notice must be 
served on the eimployey informing him 
of the uccident and demanding com- 
pensation, The formal ciaim for com-

man if he 6o desires. 

Negligence Does Not invalidate, 

If the accident is caused even part- 
ly through the negligence of the vie- 
tim this does not invalidate his right 
to allowance nor his dependants‘ claim 
to compensation if death ensucs. 
the accident is proved to huve ‘been 
entirely due to his wilful misconduct 
he cannot claim an allowance if in- 
jured, but his family are not deprived 
| their right to compensation if he 
dies.

STATES OF EURCPE 


Sir Max Waschter Would Abolish 
Emperors and Fings to Make 
Europe More Secxsre. 


Paris, Dec. 19—Sir Max Waschter, 
of foreign affoirs. Sir Max favors 
who is touring the capitals of Europe 
advocating the abolition of emperors 
and kings and the formation of the 
United States of Europe, was receiv- 
ed yesterday by M. Pinchon, minister 
King Edward as the president of the 
union. He has been advocating a 
federation of the states’ of Eurepe 
es a remedy for the existing alarming 
situation involved in the opposition 
disunited Europe to an united 
North America.

parties, After hearing the argument 
for both sides the board adjourned 
proceedings until Thursday morning, 
December 24th, when their decision 
on the points at issue will be given. 

Before hearing the argument, A. G. 
Harrison, chairman of the beard, re- 


| quested that the question as to which 


ate of the filing of the G.'T.P. plans 
is to be adhered to, be reviewed. 


“We understand the purport of the 
railway act in respect to the filing 
of the right of way for the main line,” 
said the chairman, “‘but we are in 
doubt as to which filing is to be tc- 
cepted in the case of the branch line. 
It is a point of law and we would like 
to have it explained.” 


Opposing Argument, 
The framework for the 
guments was the date of filing to be 
adhered to, upon which depends sole- 
ly the question of interest; the valu- 
ation of the land expropriated; and 
the damages which the remainder of 
the Beechm bdivision has in- 
curred by reason of the expropriation. 
Mr. Grant argued the case for the 
owners of Beechmount, and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Walsh for the G.T.P, 


Both counsel agreed that the ques- 
tion of the date of the filing of the 
plans was only relevant to the case, 
when the question of interest is to be 
considered. Mr. Grant contended 
that the owners have had no revenue 
whatever from the disputed lots since 
they were withdrawn from the mar- 
ket on July 17, 1907, when the plans 
were filed. They were therefore enti- 
tled to interest on the valuation of 
the property, whatever the board de- 
cides such valuation to be, Mr. 
Walsh held that the act gave the ar- 
bitrators no right to decide the ques- 
tion of interest, but even if they had, 
the only interest that could be legal- 
ly claimed was from Marci 6, 1908, 
when the filing procedure was com- 
pleted and final. 


Juggling of Values. 

The argument as to the valuation 
of the expropriated lands was a close 
summing of the evidence submitted 
for both sides. It was almost entire- 
ly comparative in character, and in 
the course of it the Beechmount, prop- 
erty was juggled for values with al- 
most every sub-division in North Ed- 
monton., At times it was heavier, at 
times it was lighter, and in some 
cases it fell about even, The ques- 
tion of valuation was complicated by 
the difficulty in securing disinterest- 
ed evidence, 

Mr. Walsh attacked the listed price 
of lots as submitted by Mr, Trueman.

The schooner depart- 
ed « few days later, leaving a month’s 
provisions for the men and intending 
to return later and take them off. 
The vessel never returned and is 
supposed to have been lost. Soon after 
the doparture of the schooner a ter- 
rific storm broke and huge seas swept 
ver the island carrying away most 
of the supplies and effects of the 
marooned meu, On what was left 
they subsisted as long as it lasted and 
then fish and sea birds were their 
only food. One of the four died of 
jexposure and improper food. The re- 
maining three men could not have 
survived much longer.
